6 Million Paid 
Unemployed 


376,308 Listed With State 
Employment Service; Many 
Claim Job Insurance 


SACRAMENTO—More than $6,000,- 
‘000 has been distributed throughout 
California since February 14 in the 
form of unemployment compensation 
‘benefit checks, Carl L. Hyde, execu- 
tive-director of the Department of Em- 
ployment announced today. 

Pointing to the fact that this to- 
tal grows larger weekly, Hyde has al- 
ready reached the point where it is 
highly important to the economic life 
of every California community. These 
funds, Hyde said, are re-absorbed in 
business channels of the state. 

“The employment service had a total 
of 376.308 persons in its active file as 
of April 23,” Hyde said. “This means 
briefly this number of workers are 
seekine through the employment serv- 
ice to obtain a means of livelihood. 

“Not all of these workers, of course, 
are eligible to receive compensation, 
but we have on file claims from near- 
ly two-thirds of this group.” 

The Placerville office of the em- 
ployment service has 846 persons in its 
active file. In that community the De- 
partment of Employment already has 
distributed $12,000 
compensation. A total of 633 claims are 
on file in the Placerville office.

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BUILDING COST ADVANCE 
IS CHARTED BY HOME 
LOAN BANK 


WASHINGTON—The cost of build- 
ing a standard six-room house in the 
average American city increased dur- 
ing the last two years by $476, the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank Review revealed 
today in an article based on its month- 
ly building cost index. Data for the 
Review's conclusions were collected 
from reports of 92 representative com- 
munities, 

Higher prices for building materials, 
the Review found, were responsible for 
$260 of the increase, while wages paid 
to labor in the building trades account- 
ed for $216 of the rise. 

Building costs reached a peak for the 
two-year period in August, 1937, Since 
then the prices of materials have de- 
clined some, and wages by a lesser 
amount, the article stated. 


“In January, 1936,” the Review said, 
“the average cost of materials was $3,- 
214 and the average cost of labor (for 
the standard six-room house) was $1,- 
577. In February, 1938, material costs 
had risen to $3,474 and labor costs to 
$1,793. 

“Thus, althougn material costs were 
responsible for more of the dollar in- 
crease in the cost of building the stan- 
dard house than the cost of labor at 
the site, direct labor costs rose 13.7 
per cent aS compared with an _ in- 
crease in material costs of 8.1 per 
cent.”
